OPERATION ZEBRA 
The senseless so-called Zebra killings in San Francisco 
have terrorized the local community. No doubt everyone 
desires an early apprehension of the murderer. 

However, we are disturbed with Mayor Alioto and Chief

the history of San Francisco. Both the tactics of this massiVe 
search and the manner by which it was publicized left much 
to be desired. 

Minorities in America remember too well how an entire 
group of innocent people was harrassed and punished for 
the misdeeds of a few.

Tokyo and Peking have finally signed the long delayed 
alr Pact.

Also,， 
it refused to recognize the Nationalist flag and demanded 
that a_ private company be set up in TIokyo to handle the 
Airlines' business.

It suggested that in the event that China 
Airlines cease their Japan flights，Japan Airlines would be 
asked to do the same. And should any Japanese aircraft 旨 y 
into the airspace of Taiwan, it would be attacked.

HONG KONG 一 While inflation is threatening some American firms to 
contemplate moving to Manila and elsewhere in Southeast Asian, Ameri- 
can business in Hong Kong is more than holding its own, especially banks 
which are linked with head o 租 ces in San Francisco，Chicago，New York 
and elsewhere. 

Altogether there are 3$537 banks in this British crown colony，many of 


them being branches in the suburbs and satellite towns. Apart from local 


banks. with head of 伍 ces here, there are British，American，Belgian，Ger- 
man， 位 ench，Portuguese，Dutch，Japanese，Malaysian and Singapore 
banks in this port city. 

Some Banks in the United States，Canada and Switzerland have local 
representatives who act as agents in receiving deposits and even granting 
loans. 

Crocker National Bank of San Francisco has a representative here to 


maintain liaison with its correspondents here and on Taiwan and to con- ， 


duct public relations. 

“Our primary interest is to take care of our clients passing through 
Hong Kong and to further the interest of our bank in these parts of Asia,” 
said Calvin W. Lei, assistant vice president and Hong 玫 ong representative 
of Crocker National Bank， 

“We even send cable enquiries to our head office for our customers at 
OUr expense. For instance,， when a depositor cashes his check with one of 
ouUr correspondents here, we may verify his checking account by wiring San 
Francisco.” 

Lei said he spends several months a year in Taiwan to maintain contacts 
with correspondents and clients there. He was not prepared to discuss the 
details of his bank's business in this colony and the Republic of China. 

A resident of San Francisco，Lei devoted much energy to Promoting 
Chinese drama there. He was a founding member of the Chung Lau 
Drama Club and directed and acted in many plays. His sons,， David and 
Albert, have been active in YMCA and Chung Ngai Dancers， 

When asked which city he preferred 一 Hong Kong or San Francisco, Lei 
said San Francisco. He found the cost of living lower there，especially 
entertainment expenses. 

Tourists also find the living cost here high, owing to the galloping infla- 
tion and sluggishness of government officials to curb prices，One U.9. 
dollar is valued here a little above HK35. 

Local people who know the back streets and flea markets may get bar- 
gains but those blaces are beyond the hurried travelers and busy exect 
tives. Nevertheless rentals are generally higher than those in New York 
particularly in the downtown and better residential districts.
